ITALIANS MEET 


Make Series of Concerted 
Attacks, 


VICTORY FOR ALLIES 
HAS BEEN REPORTED 


Minister of Communications [Italians Will Suffer Greatly 


Has Filed For Life 
From Peking. 


San Francisco, Ott. 27—Among the 
cablegrams received here today was 
one dated Shanghai saying that ‘Li 
Yuan Heng, the rebel . commander- 
in-ehief and Tong Foo Ling, leading 
the rebels of the interior had address- 
ed appeals to the members of Chinese 
provinglal assembly asking that the 
Assembly in session in Peking mem- 
orialize the throne against calling 
foreign heip to settle Chinese af- 
fairs, 

Another dated Foo Chow stated 
‘that Federal troops there had joined 
the revolutionary army, putting the 
provincial ruler named by the Man- 
chus to death and setting fire to a 
government shipyard,’ 

On the German tank steamer Ni- 
agara which arrived today from the 
Orient, Chinese stowaways were 
found, Immigration officials were 
inclined to believe one was a Manchu 
official fleeing for his life and the 
other his servant, They were held for 
deportation until they prove their 
tight to land, 

Minister Flees from Peking. 

Peking, Oct. 27—The minister of 
communications, Sheng Hsuan Huan, 
has fled escorted by a squadron of 
ten soldiers to Tien Tain, Edward ‘I. 
Williams ,the American charge — of 
a fairs, denies that Sheng Hguan Hu%a, 
entered the Amefican legation today. 

The Associated Press has been able 
to piece together the fcdlowing in- 
formation concerning the filght of 
Sheng. A proposal was circulated 
among members of the National as- 
sembly for signature demanding ihe 
docapjtation of Bheng. One of Sheng’s 
adherents visited the American le%a- 
tiun today and after a hurried conter- 
ence, proceeded to the race course, 
from which two foreign ministers re- 
turned immediately to Peking, 

Later, the French, German and 
British ministers, accompanied by ihe 
Aiwerican charge d'affaires drove to 
the residence of Prince Ching, the 
premier, and lodged an objection to 
a pewsible decree in line with the 
Wishes of the assembly. 

Left by Train, 

Some persons say Sheng departed 
from Peking Thursday, but that he 
left by train for Tien Tein this after- 
noon seems more probable, 

At Tien Tsin and Shanghai, the 
foreign residents will give Sheng the 
protection of the foreign police, Re- 
porta say that the governments con- 
cerned in the railway and currency 
agreement felt In honor bound to in- 
tervene for his safety as they or their 
predecessors has pressed him to con- 
Clude these contracts and also urged 
him to take the strong stand which 
resulted in the present upheaval, 

While the re¥olution had been 
brewing, previously to the conclusion 
of these contracts, it is considered 
here that the foreign loan policy final- 
ly precipitated it,

London, Oct, 27—From Furgpean 
censored despatches from Tripoli, 
reaching England by way of Malta, 
which in part are confirmed by cen- 
sored despatches reaching Rome, it is 
apparent that Italy's campaign in 
Tripoli already had cost more lives 
than the government «anticipated, 
while the financial outlay greatly will 
exceed the estimates, 

The Turks with their Arab allies 
have upset the calculations of Ital- 
jans ‘by a series of concerted attacks 
in which, according to accounts sent 
by the correspondents without submis- 
sion to the censor, the Italians have 
come off second best. 

The Turkish embassy issued a state- 
ment today claiming that in Monday's 
fighting the allies gained a victory, 
the Italians losing 200 men killed and 
700 wounded, This is confirmed = in 
part by an independent report that 
the Italians brought 700 wounded 
men into Tripoli and further by an 
announcement from Rome that the 
government had decitied to send for- 
ward 15,000 reinforcements, 

Since then, telegrams from various 
points, some rather conflicting it is 
true, tell of a senies-of attacks.

Similar trouble on Monday the 
despatch continues occurred in the 
town of Tripoli, the Europeans be- 
taking themselves in terror’ to the 
consulates and the seashore, This at- 
tack was preceded by an ultimatum 
from the Turkish commander to 
General Caneva to evacuate Tripoli in 
twenty-four hours. <A contemptuous 
refusal was followed by an attack by 
the Arab cavalry upon the trenches 
at Ghirgarish, which were held by 
two batallions and the assault was 
only repulsed when a regiment of in- 
fantry reinforced the defenders and 
caught the Arabs on the flank, 

Scores of Arabs Shat, 

General Caneva had scores of Arabs 
shot yesterday, their possession of 
arms being made a crime punishable 
with death, The town is now more

Despatches received in London 
from Constantinople deseribe the 
Turks as elated over their successes

The verdict of the jury was as 
follows That Everett G. MelLeod 
came to his death from tfnjuries re- 
eeived in the explosica of a trunk im 
the baggage room of the C.P.R, depot 
at Lacombe on the evening of October 
1”, and from the evidence adduced 
the opinion of this jury is that the 
trunk, the explosion of which caused 
the death of Everett G. MeLeod, was 
checked over the CPLR. from Red 
Deer to Lacombe by Harry Leonard 
Nein and Henry Leine. 

As a result of the verdict the two 
men implicated are in custody of the 
R.N.W.M.P. and will be given a pre- 
liminary hearing on Tuesday next cn 
a charge of mansiaughtgr,

Countries of Europe Invaded by Commission | 


Summer's Work of Royal Commismon 
; on Industrial Training and Tech- 
nical Kaucation Outlined by Dr, J. 

W. Rébertson, Chairman, 


Afiet spending six months in Eu- 
rope, Dr, J. W. Robertson, chairman 
of the Royal Commission on Indus- 
trial Training and Technicai Educa- 
ticn, has returned to Ottawa, 

The other commissioners returned 
to Canada several weeks ago, and are 
at work upon the many reports, re- 
cords and documents obtained abroad. 
From time to time communications 
have been sent to the minister of lab- 
or, dutlining the progress of the en- 
quiry in Europe. The substance of 
these has been given to the public 
through the Lab6r Gazette, After an 
enquiry cowering the cities of the east- 
ern portion of the United States is 
made, the report of the commission 
will.be prepared for presentation to 
the minister of labor, 

“The commission was very fortu- 
nate in the conditions under which It 
pursued its investigations,” stated Dr. 
Robertson. ‘The weather was come 
stantly agreeable; and travelling ac- 
ecmmodation in Europe, by railway, 
steamer and by road, was invariably 
more than comfortable. The creden- 
tials of the commission, the helpful- 
ness of Lord Strathcona, the ca-opera- 
tion of the educational authorities in 
England, Scotland and Ireland, and 
the generous assistance of the British 
embassies in the foreign countries, 
opened every desirable door. The 
commissioners regard themselves a8 
exceedingly lucky in the cpportunities 
which came to them; and the pleas- 
ures of their experiences in seeing and 
learning were increased by the bellef 
and hope that the work they were do- 
ing would prove beneficial to Canada. 
They consider themselves as trustees 
of special work in which the people 
of Canada have invested. 

“In the United Kingdom, Germany, 
France, Switzerland and Denmark, 
great leaders in educational move- 
ments discussed with us, with frank- 
ness and fullness, not anly the systems 
anc methods which at present prevail 
in their countries, but also the prob- 
lerhs which face the different central 
and local authorities, and the plans 
and efforts which are being made to 
mee! new conditions. The Right Hon. 
Walter Runciman, 
board of education, Lord Pentland, 
secretary cf state for Scotland, and the 
Right Hon. Lewis Harcourt, secretary 
of state for the colonies, met us when 
the hyndred representatives of educa- 
tion from all parts of the empire, who

Mr. T. P; Gill, secretary, 
of the department of agriculture and 
technival instruction for Ireland, and 
other officers of his department, ac- 
companied the commission during its 
journeys in that country, Mr. Robert 
Blair, chief education office? for the 
London county council, gave the com- 
mission valuable and extensive assist- 
ance, He arranged for the commis- 
sion, during its ‘visits to technical in- 
stitutions in London, to be accompan- 
led by inspectors whe were {fully con- 
versant with what was being attempt- 
ed. Between twenty and thirty tech- 
nical. institutions were visited in Lon- 
don. The county council spends about 
$20,000,000 a year on education.

General Impressions. 

“At present one can only give a few 
of the more vivid of the general im- 
pressions received,” continued Dr. 
Rebertson, “First of all one thinks 
of the character of the men who are | 
responsible for the organization and | 
acministration of the education and | 
of the head magters and other teach. | 
ers Who cafry on the’ class werk. 
Courtesy, énthusiasm and ability of 
high order were always to the fron 

“New boildings and equidment for 
technical instruction ate everywhere 
in evidence. The revival of interest 
in education, or rather the awakening 
of Interest in this newer field of educa- 
tion, has brought out much gvalry 
between the diferent cities as to 
which shall have the finest institutions 
for its young people.’ Nor js the atten- 
tion dnd interest wholly or even matn- 
ly devoted to the material equipment. 
The effort is focussed on the boy and 
on the girl, particularly between the 
ages, of fourteen and eighteen. 

“Trade preparatory day schools 
have been. started to give boys be- 
tween twelve and fourteen years, two 
years of the sort of education which, 
while still general for real culture, 
gives them practical preparation fer 
beginning to learn skilled trades in 
the various factories and shops, Con- 
tinuation classes, with a trade prepar- 
atory side, have been begun, and are 
being extended. There are evening 
continuation classes for boys and girls 
who have begun work, with courses 
having direct relation to the trades 
and skilled occupations in the city 
or locality. These ccntinuation clas- 
ses, commercial classes, technical 
classes and art classes have become a 
great feature of the educational effort 
on frat of most of the children ; 
whose attendance at the ordinary | 
school ends with their fourteenth year. | 

“For example, in the city of Hali- 
fax, 60 per cent. of all the boys and 
girls who leave the elementary day 
schools continue their education at 
evening vocational classes and tech- 
nical day courses 

“In the city of Edinburgh the 
schemes to secure educational effort 
and opportunity for the boys and 
girls who have left the elementary 
schcols have been also most. success- 
ful Sdinburgh could not be de- 
signated as an exclusively industrial.
